Porella japonica is extensively variable and many forms may be recognized. 
However, the variations are mostly caused by the environmental circumstances. 
Forma chichibumontana is a form mainly distributed in limestone areas in the up¬ 
per deciduous (mainly of Fagus crenata ) to the coniferous forests, up to 2000 m 
above sea level.
